ELEVEN FROM UK, FIVE FROM IAPAN AND THE BALANCE FROM 
TANZANIA AND LEBANON. STUDENTS FROM OTHER COUNTRIES WILL 

BE ADDED LATER, THIS FIRST BATCH COMMENCING EARLY AS CONCESSION 
TO BRITISH AND JAPANESE WHO LAST MONTH PROTESTED SUDDEN 
POSTPONEMENT OF OPENING FROM SEPTEMBER TO NOVEMBER. 

2. FIVE IAPANESE STUDENTS ARE FOREIGN OFFICE MEMBERS. 

ALL BACHELORS, THEY LIVE IN DORMITORY AT INSTITUTE. 

JAPANESE EMBOFF SAID, HOWEVER, THAT SELECTION OF BACHELORS 
WAS FORTUITOUS, AND HAD MARRIED OFFICER COME HE ASSUMED
